It is the first atlas of Africa published with large 
descriptive text and covering practically all phases of Africa geography. The 
r6o small black maps illustrating the copious text, include many plans of harbors 
and large scale delineation of small areas. Commercial data are illustrated by 
diagrams. The colored maps are in the best style of Italian cartography. A 
similar work as well planned as this in English would be a most convenient 
and helpful appliance in the study of Africa.
